THE SPANISH TREATY WITH CHINA. 

We (N. C. D. News) have been favoured 
by His Excellency Don Carlos Antonio de 

spaiis, Minister for Spain, with the follow- 
ing documents for publication. As will bo 
seen, they relate to the Treaty made between 
Spain and China regulating the emi ation 
ot Chinese to the island of Cubs. e hope 
shortly to bo able to publish the text of the 
Treaty itself :— : 3 

‘A Convention in 16 Artioles having been 
agreed upon by,.the Plenipotentianes of 
‘Spain and China on tho 17th November, 


_| 1878, regarding the emigration of Chinese 


subjects to the island of Cuba and the 
treatment. that would be accorded to them 
there; the said Convention being written 
and signed in three languages, Spanish, 
French and Chinese, in double expodition, 
a cory of each text, duly collated and found 
‘correct, remaining in the hauds.of each 
high contracting Power, having been sub- 
mitted to the sanction of the Soverigns of 
both high contracting Powers appointed 
to this. effect—for Spain, His Excellenoy 
Don Carlos—Antonio de Espaiia, Minister 
Plenipotentiary of Spain in China; and for 
China, their Excellencies Pao, Ching, Tung, 
Wang, Chou and Heia, Members of. the 
T'eung-li Yamén, mot on the 6th Decomber, 
1878, in the Minietry of Foreign Affairs of 
His Majesty the Emperor of China to ex- 
change the acts of ratification, 
the one part of a copy of the. Spanish and 
French texts of the said Convention, with a 
Decree of His Majesty tho King of Spain, 
rovided with the Royal signature and 
Royal seal; and on the other part of a copy 
of the Chinese text of the same Convention, 
with a deoree of His Majesty the Emperor 
of China, provided also with His Majesty's 
Imperial seal. 

‘The instruments of those ratifications 
having beon collated and found porfeotly 
exact and in conformity with the text of the 
Convention signed on the 17th November, 
1878, it has been declared on both: sides 
that the ‘stipulations of the 16 articles con- 
tained in the documents now exchanged, 
Will be in future faithfully observed and 
exactly executed. - : +

This memorial tells us that there are from 
thirty-five to forty public-houses withiu tho 
settlement proper kept by foreigners, in ad.’ 
ition to which ore-many small shops kept 
by: natives in the immediate neighbour- 
hood, where lquor—-genorally of the very 
worst character—{s sold by the glass or 
bottle ; and after setting forth in detail the | 
arguments in favour of their prayer which 
we have slightly sketched, the authors of 
this document and their supporters ask the 
Board of Consuls to interfere. Thoy ‘ ox- 
presa their conviction that a. system of 
licensing the liquor shops would go far’ to 
abate the evils of which they complain, and 
in this we ‘most cordially agree with them. 
In tke early days of tho settlement, when 
the foreign residents had at least a shadow: 
of municipal self-government, tho liquor 
shops wero liconsad, and consequently tueir 
number waa lose than at prosent, better 
liquor was sold in them, better order was kept, 
—the sellers wore more respectable aud the 
consumers Jess rlotous and disorderly than 
now. There should be no difioulty which 
the Board of Cocsuls cannot overcome with 
little trouble, if they will act unanimously, 
in tho way of ostablishing on efficent con- 
trol over the liquor trade ; we believe that 
the best of the men now engaged in it would 
gladly pay a moderate licouse fea and give | 
proper guarantees for the, quality of their 
commodities, and we know their business 
would thereby boncfit—by oxpelliag from 
it those who can neither afford the license 
fee, nor producoe,the required securities for 
their good behaviour. Whilo there can be 
no question of the consumers~our sailors 
on shore on leave—hailing the reform with 
gatiafaotion, or of such a teform itgelf 
largely contribuling to the peace and good 
order and gencral well-being of Yokohama. 

But yet another remedy, and a more 
effective, is to be found in the ‘ Gothenburg 
system,’ This the writer detailed in those 
columis in May, 1874, and a quotation 
from the article suggesting its adoption 
wees will not be deemed, perhaps, out. of

“The syatem isasimple one, A Limited 
Liability Company in each town takes the 
whole liquor traffic into its own hands, and 
this Company cénsiata of the moat respected 
members of the community, who derive no 
profit themselves from the Pusiness, nor 
permit any one in their employ to do 80, 
The expenses paid, including the gurrent 
rate of interest for what money had at first 
to be advanced, the whole of the profit 
remaining {ts paid over to the town 
Treasury, A svfficient number of public- 
houses are rented, and compensation paid 
to the proprietors of the existing l.consos,. 
The Company then puts them in charge 6 
servants of thelr own, to whom salaries are 
paid, ll liquors sold are retailed at the 
ame price as they are purchased wholo- 
asle by the Company, deduction being 
allowed of 8 per cent for lJeakago’ and 
breakage, The manager is debited in a 
paes-book-for all spirita and wines received 
by him ond credited weekly with the 
amount of his sales, paid into the Com- 
pany’s bank account. “A fortnightly state- 
-ment has to be rendered of: the stock in 
hand, and the Company’s inspector takes 
an inventory once a month, or at any other 
time he pleases, Besides the salary re-. 
ceived,. the public-house-keoper is allowed 
to sell’ at a profit food, tobacco, and nn- 
intoxicating drinks ; and he is. bound to 
furnish cooked food at any time during the 
hours of business, His -appointment is 
terminable on two months’ notice 5. but if 
he breake any of the provisions of his con- 
tract be may be dismissed at once,
